REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 16 is allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the 
references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set forth, 
including: (1) a mechanical method for separating shredded vegetable pieces 
comprising: providing a vegetable having a leaf and core portion; cutting the leaf and 
core portions into a plurality of leaf pieces and core pieces to form a mixture; feeding 
the mixture to a sorting mechanism having an infeed and discharge end, and one or 
more screens; and separating the core pieces from the mixture based on their 
dimensions using the one or more screens. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
